N thé r8th of Auguft was offered 
to fale, by audtion, by Peter 
Coxe, Burrell, and Fofter, at Garrae 
way’s coffee-houfe, a Romin teffelated 
Marble pavement, biought from the 
ruins of the emperor Tiberius’s pa- 
lace in the ifland of Caprea. It co- 
vered a fpace of 120 feet fuperficial, 
and is cémpofed of the moft fearce 
marbles of various colours, beautifuily 
difplayed and highly polithed, and 
very litt'e damaged. It was difcovered 
by the fea undermining a tree on the 
coaft of this ifland, of which you have 
reviewed Sig. Hadrava’s account, vol. 
LXV. p. 145. It is probably one of 
the pavements engraved there, they 
being-all formed of dies without any 
figures. It was announced by Mr. 
Edwards, of Pall-mall, in his laft Ca- 
talogue, and was-exhibited previous to 
the falé at Mafons: hall; in Bafinghall- 
fireet. The proprietor afked 650 gui- 
nieas for it, and it was bought in at 120. 
An antique ftatue of Bacchus, purchafed 
by the lite Mr. Hamilton, of Pains-hill, 
Surrey, and brought to England at the cx- 
pence of z20¢cl. was fold by Mr. Chriftie, 
Oth, 23, to Mr. Beckford, of Fonthill, for 
400 guineas,

ged by a dreadful ftorm of thunder 
and lightning (fee Plate E.; in which 
Fig. 2. thews the top of the fpire as it 
appears from the S. W.) 

Caldecot church, dedicated to the 
Virgin Mary, confifls of an embattled 
tower, upon Which is a neat flender 
fpire of freeitonie (which, before: the 
top was ftruck off, her meafured 
about 34 yards im heighr),; in which 


are five bells, the leaft of which is in-~ - 


fcribed ** Peter Browne gave me to 
this towne ;’? a nave and chancel, and 
a. South aile feparated from the nave 
by three pointed arches. On the South 
fide, neat the Eaft end of the ailé, is 
a pifcina with a pomted arch; and be- 
tween the aile and nave, at the North- 


eaft corner, are (what I take to be) 


the remains of a rood-loft with four 
fteps,. the bottom one of which is 
about five feet from the fluor. In the 
chancel South wall are two ftone feats 
of equal height with pointed arches 
and a piffina. Av the Eaftend isa 
large er, and: two {mall ones on 
the North fide. A South porch, on 
the front of which upon a fquare ftone 
is emboffed the date 1648. 

The font appears antient, and is an 
isvegular 4 agon; of which I inclofe 
atketch, fig. 3- 

Thesehancel js feparated from the 
nave by a pointed arch. A correfpond- 
ing one feparates the nave from the 
fteeple, which #s now walled-up. On 
the upper part,¢which is the back part 
of the meat deal gallery) is pained 
Time with his fcythe and hour-glafs, 
and Death. On the North wall, ‘at 
the end of the gallery, is an antieot 
painting of the Garden of Eden, with 
Adam and Eve under the tree of 
koowledge, with birds and beafts a» 
round them, © :

Caldecot (commonly. pronounced 
Cawceott), fituated in the very extre- 
‘mity of the county, in the South-weft 
angle thereof, is a {mall handfome 
village. The houfes are in general 
built of a yellowith red well-faced 
ftone, which have a very neat appear- 
ance, It is about a mile from Baton, 
in Leicefterfhire, and the fame diftance 
from Rockingham, in Northampton 
thire, whence the turnpike-road pafies 
through it to Uppingham. 

Of the dreadful , thander-ftorm, 
which happened more particularly at 
this plece inthe morning of Sunday, 
Jaly 30, from the intelligence of fevee 
ral credible inhabitants, end my own 


. obfervations, made upon the fpot, I 


am able to give the following accou 
' Between three, and four o'clock. 
the morning, a rumbling of diftant a 
frequent thunder, aceompanied with 
fome lightning, was heard ; which in« 
creafed, and about fix the lightning 
was remarkably frequent and vivid.

was wholly gone. A large hole is alfo 
made through the South fide of the 
§.S.E. angle, a little below the uppers 
’ moft. beli-window South, and the 
fione thivered. Below the middle beil- 
window isa piece chipped off, fuppofed 
by the fail of a fione fzom above. 
Over the door of the fteeple, in the 
church-yard, fome large pieces of ftone 
are fhattered off the mouldings of the 
arch, the joints opened, the mortar 
‘ ftruck out fo as to appear as if the 
South fide of the arch was rather re- 
moved from its original pofition, ‘The 
frames and wheels of the bells are alfo 
fhattered; fo as none at prefent cen be 
nfed ‘except the fourth, which can 
only be tolled, Whether the bells are 
damaged is not at prefent known, it 
being very dangerous to go up to them ; 
for; when I took this account (the 
wind being high), the ftones and mor- 
tar kept frequently falling upon the 
leads and in the church-yard. 
* The North wall of the nave near 
the pulpit, in which'are an upper and 
a lower window direaly ‘under each 
other, is cracked from the top to within 
about three feet and a half of the bor- 
tom, in nearly a perpendicular direc- 
tfon down the middle lights of each 
window, above, between, and below 
thefe windows. Within the church this 
- erack plainly appears; and at the top 
of the ftone ftanchion of the uppermoft 
window is a hole perforated quite 
through, part of a ftone being forced 
our, of about fix or feven inches diame- 
ter, and the edges thattered. The op- 
pofite window in the South aile, within 
the church, is alfo much fhatrered, 
and perforated in irregular holes about 
two inches diameter and two or three 
gc: the pargeting and ftone about it 
ivered off, but not a pane of: glafs 
broken in this or any of the other win- 
dows (except a fmall circular fingle 
ane between the gallery and fleeple). 
hy no glafs was broken inthe North 
windows (before defcribed), I conjec- 
ture, the iron ftanchions conduéted che 
ele&tric fluid from the upper to the 
lower part of the wall, as the cracks 
are in that direGtion. The ftones about 
the window near the Weft end of the 
aile and pargeting are alfo fhivered off, 
but not fo much as the former.

Sie late eftablithment of Sunday-- 

fchools, though it has been ap- 
plauded by many people as a benevoe 
lent and ufeful inftirction, is, in my 
epinion, far from deferving that cha- 
racter. It is, indeed, calculated to 
give the children of the poor a fmall 
tincture of Jearning; but, it has been 
Tightly obferved, that 


“A little learning is a dangerous thing.” 


The advocates for this inftitution 
pretend, with an air of great plaufibi- 
lity, that it is highly expedient that: 
the children of the poor fhould be 
taught toread the Scriptures, and learn 
their duty to God. _If this Were the 
only confequence attending the inftie 
tution of Sunday-fchools, they would 
be liable to no objeétion ; but. this is 
far from being the cafe. ‘The idienefs 
of fix days infinitely countérbalances 
the inflruétions of the feventh; for, it 
can be of little advantage to repeat the 
Ten Commandments on the Sunday, 
and violate every moral dury all the 
reft of the week. The habitual prace 
tice of lying, fwearing, ftealing, fght- 
ing, and other low and fordid vices, 
will totally obliterate all the good ad~ 
vice they can derive from a hafty and 
imperfeét repetition of their Catechifm ; 
and it would be infinitely more advan~ 
tagcous to the community in general 
to train thefe children in habit of ufe~ 
ful induftry for fix days in the week, 
than to teach them the mere theoreti- 
cal principles of morality; which, in 
the prefent infiance, will have no 
more effeét on their lives and conver- 
fation than fo many definitions in ma- 
thematicks. 

The p:aétice of mankind, we muft 
confefs, is more effeétuaily controlled’ 
by the laws of fuciety than the fance . 
tions of a future fiste; and I am forry 
to fay, that the fear of the gallows 
operates more flrongly on the multi- 
tude than the fear of God; merely 
becaufe the one prefents an immediate 
punithment, the other a retribution 
out of fight and semote, 

You will fay, that it muft be a con 

-  fidesable 
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fiderable advantage to refirain the 
youth, who are born in indigent cir- 
cumftances, deftitute of either good 
example or gocd inftruion, from vi- 
olating the Chriftian Sabbath by their 
vfual irregularities; and that it is a 
very material acquifition to keep that 
day with fome degree of veneration, 
" This may be true; but, ‘Jet it be re- 
membered that, in a rational and phi- 
Jofaphical view, the morality of one 
day can be no compenfation for the 
immofality of fix; and that, to make 
the fcheme effcGtual, it is abfolurely 
neceflary to combine @ proper difci- 
line, apd a habit of induftry, with 
he inftrufiion of the Sunday; other- 
wife the ¢fablifhmept is perfettiy 
ufelefs. te 
Indufiry is the great principle of 
guty that ought tobe incul¢ated on the 
loweft clafs of the people, as it is the 
beft and moft effe&iual barrier againit 
yices of every kind; as it occupies the 
mind, and Jeaves no vatancy for licen- 
tious thoughts and mifchievous pro- 
jeéts. A young ruffian, brought up 
from his infancy im every fordid vice, 
will not be reftrained by the repetition 
of his Caechifm for half an hour in 
the week, if he is let loofe to follow 
his owe inc}inations for fix days after- 
wards. He will make this weekly 
tafk a pretence with his parents for 
confummate idienefs every other day ; 
for, it has been known, that a boy in 
this vation has abfolytely refufed to 
obey his parents, of perform the leat 
fe:vice at home, by pieadipg that he 
has had a leffon to learn, or a few 
yerfes to repeat on his return to {chool. 
It will, 1 think, be found upon ex- 
amjnatiop, that a {mall tinftyre of what 
, ufvally caligd learning generally ip- 
ulesa fpirit of ambition, and prompts 
- man fo raife himfe:f from a@ life pf 
4.08 ery to a flate of more gafe and 
emolument. If he is difappointed in 
his views, and his ambition exceeds 
his income, he has recoufe to fraud 
and other criminal purfuits to gratify 
his defires; and an ignominious exe- 
cution js gommonly the neceflary con- 
fequence. There are, perhaps, more 
criminals among that clafs of men who 
have had a fuperficial education than 
among thofe who haye never been 
taught either to write or read. The 
labdyious occupations of life muft be 
performed by thole who have been 
orn in the lowell ftations ; but no one 
will be willing to undestake the moft 


fervile employment, or the meaneft 
drudgery, sf his mind is opened, and 
his abilities increafed, by any tolerable 
fhare of fcholaftic improvement: yet 
thefe employments ard this drudgery 
mpft be neceffarily pesformed. Society 
cannot poffibly fubfit without them ; 
and, furely, none can’ be more pro- 
perly fitted for this purpofe than thofe 
who have been born in.a flate of po. 
verty. The man, whofe mind is not 
iilurminated by one ray of f{eience, can 
diftharge his duty in the moft fordid 
employment without the fmal!eft views 
of railing himfeif to a higher ftation, 
aod can take his reft at night in perfeét 
fatisfahtion and content, His igno- 
rance is a balm that foothes his mind 
into flupidity and repofe, and excludes 
every emotion of difcontent, pride, 
and ambition, A man of no, Inera- 
ture will feldom attempt to form in» 
furreGtions, or plan an idle fcheme for 
the reformation of the Siate. Con- 
{cious of his inability, he will with- 
draw from fuch affociations; while 
thofe who are qualified by a tinéture of 
fuperficial learning, and have imbibed 
the pernicious doétrines of feditious 
writes, will be the firft to excite re- 
bellions, and convert a flourithing 
— into a ftate of anarchy and 
confufion. We have lately feen what 
dangers have been occafioned by idle 
feribblers, alehoufe politicians, and 
fediticuedeclamers ; and it woud have 
been happy for the community if thefe 
aGlive citimens, thefe turbulent mem- 
bers of fociety, had never extended 
their ideas beyond the bammer, the 
Sfrovel, or the laf. 

We may therefore conclude, that 
the Sunday-f{chwol is fo far from being 
a wife, ufeful, or prudential inftitu- 
tion, that it is in reality produdtive of 
no yalpable advantage; but, on the 
contrary, fubverfive of that order, that 
indyfiry, that peace and tranquillity, 
which copfijiute the happinefs ef fo- 
ciety 5 and that, fo far trom deferving 
encouragement and applaufe, it merits 
Our comtempt, and ought to be exploe 
ded as the vain and chimerical inven- 
tion of a vifionary projeftor.

LAND toHELL (may I fay!), as the 
following faét will prove ; for the au- 
thenticity of which I ¢an vouch: 

. Voltaire was employed by that ec- 
centric great man, the famous Earl of 
Peterborough, to write fome confide- 
rable work; what I do not recolleé, 
although [ have repeatedly heard what 
it was. Voltaire employed a bookfeller 
jn London (not, 1 fuppofe, a very ca- 
pital one, as the fequel will thew). 
His Lordthip of courfe fupplied the 
money whenever calied upon for it by 
Voltatre ; and rather impatiently wait- 
ed the completion of the book, urging 
Voltaire, then under his roof, to ex- 
pedite it; who replied, that Englifh 
bookfeliers and printers were very di- 
latory. The bookfeller having fre- 
quently urged Voltaire to advance 
fome more money ; his conftant reply 
was, that Lord Peterbo:dugh could 
not be prevailed upon to advance any 
more until the work was completed ; 
for which, as it frould feem, Voltaire 


was in no great hafte. The book(eller’ 


at length began to fafpett Monf.Vol- 
taire, and determined to make'a perfo~ 
nal application jo the Earl. He ac- 
cordingly put ‘himfelf intd ‘the ftage- 
coach, ‘and arrived in the afverndon at 
the houfe. After'dinner, the Earl'and 
twp or three gentlemen who'had d.ved 
with him, or were ftaying in the houfe 
with him, had walked into the garden. 
A fervant foon after came to reli Lord 
Peterborough that Mr. +—, name fore 


gotten (probably zot Edmund Curl!l), , 


withed to be permuted to fpeak to his 
Lordthip, who immediately replied, 
“ thew him into the garden.” Qa his 
introdudtion, he. told Lord Peterbo- 


thip, whofe choler began®to’rife, fay 
ing, that he “had never failed to fend 
immediately all that ‘was’ requefted. 


The poor bookfeller declared,’ that: 
** Moof. Voltaire had never ow hint: 


more than ten pounds, *teHing him 


that he could not prevail on Lord Py. 


to advance any more; that he fulpeéts 
ed Monf, Voltaire might have flan. 


dered his Lordfhip, and that therefore © 


he had taken the liberty to requeft an 
interview with his Lordthip.” 

My friend, the relater, ufed to fev, 
thac any atrempt to defcribe Lord P’s 
iod gnation exceeded mortal powers ; 
he did, however, at length utter THE 
VILLAIN !—At that inflant Voltaire 
appeared at the end of a very long gra- 
vel-walk—Lord P. exclaimed, “here 
he comes, and I will Ri/f him inflantly.” 
So faying, he drew his fword (in thofe 
days all gentlemen wore their {words), 
and ran like lightning. Happily, oc 
perhaps unhappily, for the wretch Vole 
taire, Mr. St. André, then prefent, 
caught Lord P. in his arms, exciaim- 
ing, ‘*Good God! my Lord, if you 
murther him, you will be hanged.”— 
“© I care not for that, TY with KILL 
THE WiLLAIN!” The waiky being 


one of the old-fathioned King-William * 


garden-walks, “very long, Voiaire 
proceeded (ome way before he defcried 
the London bookfeller.’ At the mo- 
ment Mr. St. André: fcreamed out, 
** fly for your life,, for I ‘cannot hold 
my Lord many: moments longer.’ 
And he declared to my friend that, 
young and flrong, the hero’ neither, 
yet invigorated by his extreme indig~ 
natiod, it was with his utmoft exer- 
tions thatthe confined him) his {word 
draw4 in’ obe hand, whiclt he wou'd 
not drop, hoping to efcape, and, as he 
faid, ‘plunge it in his vile heart, -He 


broke lobte’; but Jove of life had gi- © * 


ven witgs to the worfe than fiesd—je 
fled, concealed himfelf that niyhtin a 


‘villagey went the next day to London, 


and proceeded immediately tothe Con- 
tinent, leaving his: portmasteau,. pas 
pers, &o, at Lord Peterborough’s, He 
went without a hat—whetber he ftroll- 
ed mtothe garden without ity or that 
it feil in pis flight, I do nor recolles. 

Voltaire mutt have beeh originally 


one of the greateft of liars. It 1s well-» 


known, that ‘he always faid that he 
wrote his HENRIADE’ in thie Buftile. 


‘Bithop Berkeley, in’ his youth, fecre- 


tary 
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tary to the embafly of Lord Peterbo- 
yough, one dav faid (#ith his wonted 
acurenels), ** Monf. Voltaire, you have 
eftes told us that, during your conhne- 
ment inthe Baftile, you were debarred 
the vile of pen, ink, and paper; by 
what means did you procure paper for 
that work?” He replied, after fome 
con{ide:abletimeand hefitation,**Why, 
why, 1 chewed my linen, and made 
that into paper.” The Bifhop, as was 
his cufiom (and which his grandfon, 
the late Mr. Monck Berkeley, iabe- 
vjied from him), when any one related 
bat he could not -poffibly conceive to 
be truc, made a very graceful bow.

In the followmy fketeh, however, 
we mea to delineate only fuch feleé& 
traits as were more peculiar in him, 
and arena common to ail other men, 

Fits perton was tall and well formed, 
uniting elegence and ftvength: his 
COUCH ANCE Was IDychuous, onimated, 
and eageging. By nature he was en- 
dowed with firory and lively parts, a 
good temper, and an aétive dilpofition. 
Melcended tiom noble anceftors, and 
Iotmat'd ‘trom bis birth in the mok 
hooou able cosnexions, his manueis 
and feniments were caft, from an 
ear'y age, in the happiest mould, and 
geve ail che advantages of that cafe 
ead propriety of behaviour, which 
were fo very obfervable even in the 
mofi indifferent adtions of his life. 

Jo his addieis there was a peculiar 
mixtuce of dipony and affeoility, by 
which be hod the remarkab'e art bo h 





of encouraging thofe who were diffi- 
dent, aod checking thofe who were 
prefumptuous. : 

The vivacity of his fpirits and gon- 
verfation, and the peculiar propriety 
of his manners, made him univerfally 
admired and carefled. | 

His memory was accurate and ex« 
tenfive. In defcribiog the charaéters, 
and in relating the anecdotes and tranf{- 
acdiions with which he had been ace 
quainted, he took particular delights 
aud this, when his health permitted, 
he did with much fpisit, and often 
with the utmoft pleafantry and hu- 
mour; but fcrupu'oufly taking care, 
that the defire of ornamenting any nar- 
rative fhould never, in. the (malleh 
dezree, induce him to depart from the 
truth of it. With fo rare and happy a 
talcot for defcription, with a mind fto- 
red with much information, and a 


memory Very retentive, he was one of , 


the moft inftruétive and entertaining 
f companions; his converfation was 
eoriched with pertinent and ufeful obs 
fervations, and enlivened by genuine 
wit and humorops anecdote, 

He had a very peculisr art of extri- 
catioy hbimfelf with much immediate 
addieds from thofe lucle em barrail ments 
which perplex and confound many, 
and which often occur in fociety from 
the an kwarduels of others, or froma 
cobcuirence of fingular and unexpr&- 
ed circumftances, When piefled by 
improper queftions*, inftead of being 
offended with them himieif, or giving 
offence by his replies, he had a talent 
of retuining very ready and very dex- 
terous an{wers. 

in every fort of emergency, as well 
ig perfonal danger as in difhculties of 
an inferior nature, he fhewed an un- 
common prefence of mind. He pof- 
feficd a. great reach of underftanding, 
and was finpwiagly gifted with a quick 
and ready judgement, deciding nghily 
upon the mQart+ when jt was necet~

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fary. No man was better qualified, or 


‘at the fame time more averfe, to give 


his opmion; which, upon many occa- 
fions, he found difficulty ia avoiding, 
its value being fo well known, that it 
was often folicited by his friends; and, 
when he was prevailed upon, he deli- 
vered it rather with the humility of one 
who afked than with the authority -of 
one who gave advice. ‘ 

In forming his friendfhips he was as 


cautious as he was fteady and uniform 


in adhering to them, He was ex- 
tremely partial to the friendthips of 
his youth, and made a particular point 
of being ufeful to thofe with whom he 
had been thus early conneéted. 
* It is remarkable that there did not, 
upon any oceafion, exift in bis mind 
the leaft defire of revenge. Men, who 
are open and entire in their friendthips, 
are commonly fo in their enmitics. 
With him it was otherwife; for, tho’ 
not without a fenfe of injuries, he was 
at. all times forgiving. Happy in this 
difpofition, his refentments of courfe 
were fhort, and his friendfhips Jafting. 
In all the domeftic relations of lite* 
he was exemplary, as a hufbund, a 


. Mafter, and a pareot. Inftead of hold- 


ing over his children an authority 
founded upon interett, during his life 
he put them into poffeffion of a great 
part of fuch fortunes as they would 
have inherited from him upon his 
death, willing to have their obe- 
dience proceed not merely from a fenfe 
of dury but from gratitude, and from 
pure difinterefted affeétion, 

He bad anextenfive knowledge both 


’ of men and things, of which he fiu- 


dioufly avoided any difplay. It may be 
faid with the utmoft truth that, in 
every aftion of his I:’e, however de- 
ferving of praife, he rather declined 
than courted it; and, whenever any 
thing that had a tendency to his come 
mendation was accidentally introduced 
into converfation either by his friends 
or dependants, fofar from thinking it 
his due, he appeared rather to fufpe& 
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the one of partiality, and the other of 
flattery, This averfion to fhow and- 
parade ran through the whole of his 


‘chara&ter fo much, that the feveral, 


pubitc appearances and procefGions. his 
flation required, which might be con« 
fidered as a part, ard to many would 
have been a piesfing part, of their dus 
ty, were irkfome'to him. The fame 
freedom from oftentation was obferva~ 
ble with regard to his literary endow 
ments 5 and, from that motive, as well 
as from his abhorrence of controverfy, 
and perhaps alfo from a conviétion that 
there were already too many writers, 
he was ever difinclined to write for the 
publick t+. His merit as a fcholar was, 
however, well known, and properly 
eftimated, by fuch of,his private friends 
as were themnfelves diltinguifhed by 
their erudition tf. 

In the early part of his life he was 
fond of thofe manly exercifes which 
give firength and vigour both to the 
body aod mind, without (uffering 
them to interrups his fludies; a prac 
tice which, thus regulated, initead of 
being injurious, is ferviceable to learne 
ing; and which men, eminent for their 
judgement, have lanfented was not 
more cultivated and improved. His 
ufual relaxations were fuch as yet exe 
ercifed the underflanding; and chefs, 
at which he was a~ftrong player, was. 
his favourite amufement. The Greek 
and Latin tongues were familiar to 
him: he fpoke the French and Italian 
languages ; and wrote and {poke his 
own with purity, precifion, elegance, 
and eafe, In every thing he had pure 
tafte. He was fond of books, aud col- 
lected a very good library ; and he was 
converfant in the delles lestres, in the 
arts and fciences, and in whatever elfe 
may be fuppofed to fall within the cire 
cle of polite education. 

But the fearure, which in him was as 
prominent as it is lovely, was a pera 
fet union of dignity and humility. 
Io fociety, with perfons of his own 
rank he maintained his equality; and,

t Amongtt many others, we may name Archbithop Secker, Benfon Bifhop of Giow- 
¢elter, Butler Bithop of Durham, the late Lord Lyttelton, the late Lord Egremont, the 
Jate Mr. George Grenville, Mr. William Gerard Hamilton, Mr. Anitey, Mr. Richard 
Owen Cambridge, Mr. Garrick, Mr. Stillingficet, Mr. |. Nourfe, author of feversk 
Pieces of poetry in Dudilcy’s Collection, Br, Croxal!, Six William Draper, &c. &c. 
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in his intercdurfe with the inferior 
yanks of men, where vice did not for- 
bid, he flooped with the utmoft.con- 
defcenfion to the lowe. Toall.who 
had any bufinefs or concegns with him 
he was aeceflible end fincerely affa- 
ble, and more efpecially to the infe- 
rior Clergy. 

Benevblent to man, dnd reverent to- 
wards God, he confideced himfelf in 
the comprehenfive view of one bound 
by the tie of fraternity to all men; and 
his whole ‘conduét befpoke him only 
ambitious, as far as human frailty wil 
‘permit, of humbly imitating Him who 
% the pattern of all. By good works 
he manifefted the fincerity of his faith. 
“ True religion,” faid he, in one of 
his difcourfes, * confifts in the love of 
God and the love of our neighbour; 
not in an empty profeffion of love to 
God, but in fuch a love as will mani- 
felt itfelf by faith, obedience, and ado- 
ration; and in fuch a love of our 
neighbour as muft prove itfelf to be 
undifiembled, difiaterefted, and pro- 
daétive of all focial virtues, But let 
us never be unmindful,” continued 
he, “that the firft and great duty is 
the love of God, or piety; for, it is 
this which muft give life and {pirit.to 
the performance of every other duty; 
in fine, it is this which exalts our mo- 
rality into Chriftianity; and it sis 
Chniftianity alone wbich can entitle us 
to a lafting happinefs.”’. 

His health had been declining for 
many years ; and, though he was nei- 
ther fo’ did nor fo infirm as to look 
wvpon death as a releafe, he lived as if 
he hourly expefted it; firiving, how- 
ever, w preferve life by yo prever 
means, valuing the gift, and biefling 
the Giver, but refigned at all times to 
yield itathis will. He confidered his 
diffelution not with the falfe pride of a 
ficic, but withthe religious indiffes 
rence of a Chriftian philofopher, To 
the laft; he retained his faculties, and 
reviewed the main tranfaftions and oc- 
currences of his life, gratefully ac- 
knowledging what wappinefs he had 
experienced, and how good God had 
been ‘to him: and, when the debe 
came to be'paid, be refigned his breath 
ealmly without a groan, and wich fuch 
compofure and expreffions as feemed 
to anticipate, in ‘ardent hope, the pof-

John Free- 
man, of Todenham, and Margaret, 
his wife, daughter of William Free- 
man, of Stretton aforefaid, clerk, had 
five children ; three only lived to be 
married, viz. one fon, named Robert, 
born in 1666, and two daughters, Mar- 
garet and Sophia, Robert, the fon,

About the year 1600, he inftitnted the Cotfwold games near Camps 
den, of which a faint imitation is continded to the prefent time, and is held annually, on 
the Thurfday in Whitfan-week, on Wefton hill, fo denominated from its fituation, be- 
ing about a mile Weit from Campden; and, from its founder, ftill retains the name of 
Dover's Meeting. It is ufually attended by a vait concourfe of peuple; and the atiileic

As the {cience of ana- 
tomy and the pra&ice of medicine 
were fit eflablifhed in Egypt, it is 
b-ghly prob-ble chat the antient Bgyp- 
tians undesftoud ac leat fometh ng of 
medical phyfognomy ; but, as alb theie 
records are unfortunately loft, this af- 
fertion muft remain a a matter of 
ingenious ronjeure.

into fprings of Vice. Even Envy and 
Avarice, the moft odious of our emotions,

The Paffions, thus ingenioufly treat- 
ed, afford, great, feope of inftruétion;

‘and of the fatal mifchiefs arifing from 
an abufe of the Paflions, While 
‘Hobbes and Rochefoucaule endeavour 
to trace our beft aftions to felfith mo- 
‘tives, or to what Mr. D. calls “ devia- 
tions” from our “regular paffions,” he 
contends for a folution more honourable 
tohuman-nature. ‘ We affift others,” 
A4ays Rochefoucault, ‘‘that they may 
affit us-on like occafions,” Burke fays

ides that they can only pleafe while 
fiftitious, and thewn as images ;. ‘‘ for,” 
fays he, “if we thought murders and 
greafons real, they ‘would pleafe no 
“more.” On this fubje&t Mr. D, has 
“dwelt confiderably; and the refule of 
his invefligation is, that he cannot think 
dt is natural to have any pleafure in the 
Jnisfortunes and pains of others.

attended, in forrowful cafes, with pleafure, 
when accompanied with the! power, ar 
even hope, of alleviation. 1 believe. that 
we generally pity, and fear for others, in- 
ftinétively ; and that, when we take time 
to reafon ourfelves..intg compaffion, our 
emotions are loft inthe cooler wifdom, of 
our duties” (p. 294), 


With refpeé& to the queftion fo much 
agitated refpecting Tragedy, it appears 
to Mr. D. that, by compounding Mr. 
Burke’s objection with Dr. Johnfon’s 
Opinion, We may probably arrive at the 
real caufes, as well of our feeking, as of 
cur being gratified with, the {cenes of 
tragedy. Dr. Jobnfon fays, ‘ic ig be- 
caufe they are fiétions that they pleafe/” 
Mr. Burke imagines ‘we fhould be 
much miftaken if we attributed any 
confiderable part of our fatisfaction in 
tragedy to the confideration of its being 
a deceit ; that, the nearer it approaches 
to reality, and the farther it removes 
us from all idea of fidtion, the. more 
perfeét is its power.” Mr. D. conceives 
that we go toa tragedy perfectly pre= 
pared to be delighted with the effet of 
a fidtion ; but, when the powers of che 
poet contrive, to, veil thar fiétion, to 
realize his..{cenes, and to, wring our 
hearts, the fympathy upon which he 
works is not a-pleafure,, but the for- 
rowful intereft we are bound by Nature 
to take-in-the, pain of others, of which 
we-are moft fufceptible in, the reality, 
and which we bring upon ourfelves in 
a theatre, from goiog in queft of the 
delight: we take io the powers of poe- 
try.

Ms. without ady other aid. ‘The pres 
fent editor, not a phil logift by profef- 
fidn, bat a tain: of Hufinele, who! has 
applied the clofe of his life’ to literary 
purfitits, difeovers usicommton ertdi- 
tion, united with folid jucgement, and 
has added to a corteat and well-pointed 
text the valuable’ notes of Hemfter- 
livis’ and Abre(ch, “infetted in the 
Obfervationss Mifteahed, thofe of the
